It is fufficiently apparent to me, as well from the 
‘Letters of my Corrcfpondents as from other In- 
ftances,. that my Jacobitical Writings have been 
hitherto feen in this Light.- Tt hath been conceived 
impoflible, that I fhould in Earneft hold the Prin- 
‘ciples T have afferted =and-this for -no-other-Reafon, 
_ bat. becaufle they: are-directly. repugnant to common 
iL, 
. How poor.and trivial is this ObjeGion? Have no 
Doéitines “been propagated’ and ‘received: in’ the 
World, but thofé which were reconcileable to Com- 
mon Senfe Ate 'ndt all the Opinions of the An- 
cients concerning the'Soill, which aré preferved in 
the firlt Book of Arifotle on that Subject, (if I may 
“be allowed ‘the Expreffion) ftark fluring Nonfenfe? 
_., “And yet-thefe were held by the Philofophers, and 
by, therh delivered as.folemn Truths, ‘to be believed 
~ and cultivated by their feveral Pupils. Doth Cicero 
think it,impoffible for a Human Being, and a wile 
Human Being,too, to’ believe in Nonfenfe, when 
‘ he-declares, that there is'no kind of Nonfenfe which 
hath not been avowed ail ‘maintained by fome Phi- 








lofopher or other ? What was the ancient Theology 
(in which, as we have before fhewn, much of the 
Myftery of Jacobitifm was contained) but fo many 
Syftems of errant Nonfenfe? And laftly, what is 
the Alcorin, now held in Efteem and Adoration 
over fo large a Part of the World, but a Heap of 
Nonfenfe from the Beginning to the End ? 

Why then, fhall not avery inconfiderable Portion 
of Mankind, and thofe, for the moft part, of the 
loweft Underftandings, be fuppofed to believe in 
Jacobitifm, only becaufe it is Nonfenfe? And why 
may not there be-one in this Number who is able 
to read and write? 

But inftead of attempting to argue with fuch 
felf-fufficient Contradiétion ‘of all Experience, I 
fhall proceed to account for the Rife of this non- 
fenfical Sect, as it is call’d, and as it muft be al- 
low’d to be, if whatever is contradiétory to Human 
-Reafon muft be'fo named. And herein F fhall pur- 
fue the Method of the celebrated Abbe Bannier *, 
where be accounts for the Origin of Fables ; fince, 
to fay the Truth, the Myftery of Jacobitifm may 
be derived from much the fame Sources. 

One Source of Fables (fays that excellent Au- 
thor) is human Vanity: Now Obftinacy, which is 


-aconiiderable Branch of V anitys is the great Source 


of Jacobitifm ; for if Men had not obitinately ad- 
her’d to their own Opinion, againft all Reafon and 
‘Argument, we mutt have long. fince yielded to the 
Malice of our Enemies. 

Another Source of Fables is faid to have been the 
Want of the Ufe of Letters, The fame may be 


faid of Jacobitifm ; for furely our Party may as 


properly be faid to want the Ufe of Letters as thofe 
who lived before their Invention, fince, by the Ufe 
of Letters, cannot be meant barely being able to 
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read, which perhaps fome Jacobites ares Thofé 
only may be properly faid to have made a due Ufe 
of Lettérs, who have laid up from them a Fund of 
Knowledge and Learning, by which they are en- 
abléd to dire& their Thoughts in the Purfuit of 
Truth. Superficial Learning is indeed worfe than 
none at all, and ferves only to darken arid confound 
the Underftanding; for, as Mr. Pope rightly oba 
ferves, 


A little Learning is a dangerous Thing. 


And very little indeed is, I believe, the Portion. of 
all Proteflane Jacobites. 

W hat the learned Abbe adds on this Head, . may 
likewife be applied to us. ‘* The Fathers,” fays 
he, (to which we may add Mothers and Grand- 
mothers) ** related Actions to their Children; and 
“* as it is the Cuftom never to fay things to young 
People in a fimple Way, they intermix’d in their 
‘* Narratives Circumftances that ferved to imprint 
** them ftrongly on their Minds; and thus the 
** Memory and Imagination of Children were fill’d 
* with high Notions ;.and they coming in Courfe 
‘* to relate the fame Stoties, added {till fome other 
** Circumitance to them.” | This. he calls a con- 
fufed diitorted Tradition; but adds, they wete 
obliged to make Ufe of ut. 

A third Source of both is the falle Eloquente of 
Orators. ‘+: It was an ancient Cuftom, fiyg Bay- 
** nier, to praile the Heroes (Kings) after! their 
** Deaths, and upon Feftival Days (as the agth pf 
“* May, toth of Fune, &c.) in fiudied Panegy- 
** -ricks, where the Orators gave themfelves, fyll 
*¢ Liberty to feign and inyent, makigy it’ ebeic 
“* Bufinefs to reprefent the Heroes {or Kings) aye 
*Sowhat they had been, but fuch as théy ought go 
“* be; and never failing to ¢xale them.10' for, 
‘* bring them down from) Heaven, and to confer 
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«¢ Divinity upon them, without the Icaft Referve.” 
Here I cannot omit an Obfervation of my Author: 
“© Tf one was fo abfurd, fays he, even now a-days, 
** to compile aHiflory of our Own Heroes from 
** moft of their Panegyricks, it would be no lefs 
** fabulous than thcofe of Antiquity.” How appli- 
cable this is to us, will, I doubt not, more fully ap- 
pear when the learned Mr. Carte fhall come down 
to the Reigns of the Stuarts. 

A fourth Source of Fables, according tg our Au- 
thor, are the Lies of ‘Travellers. Nor do I doubt 
but Jacobitifm hath received much Advantage from 
this Fountain. 

Another Original of Fables ts drawn from the 
ancient Ignorance in Philofophy. To the modern 
Ignorance in the fame may likewife be afcribed 
much of Jacobitifm. It is a Maxim in Philofophy, 
that the fame Caufe operating through the fame 
Medium, muft produce the fame Effet. Of ;this 
all Jacobites are ignorant, or how could they deny 
that a Popifh Prince operating through, or rather 
operated upon by, his Pricfts, will always attempt 
to introduce Popery. The Antients being ignorant 
of the various Phoenomena of Nature, attributed 
them all to the Influence of certain Deities,” From 
the fame Ipnorance the Jacobites have always im- 
puted feorching Summers, hard Winters, bad Har- 
vefls, Famine, Peflilence, &¢. to the Revolution. 
What wretched Philofophy, fays our Author; was 
this ? but it was the beft they had. 

I fhall mention but two more, which, of all 
others, have chicfly contributed to introduce and 
to fupport our Scét, a’ our Author tells us they did 
antient Fables. 

The former of thefe is the mifunderflanding Sa- 
cred Scripture. By the Pervertion of which, God 
hath been reprefented as fending a Tyrant from 
Heaven to plunder, pillage, and deftroy his People, 
and to fubvert his own Holy Religion ; and this, in 
Oppofition to Reafon, to Faét, and to his own Holy 
Word. Vexts, which can be underftood only of all 
Civil Authority, have becn applied to the Perfons of 
Kings; and temporary Precepts given to the primi- 
tive Chiiftians, in order to regulate their Conduct 
under Heathen Princes, and in the Times of Perfe- 
cution, have been urged as the Rules .of our Con- 
duét under a Chriftian Prince, in a Country where 
Gjod hath gracioufly pleafed to eftablifh his own Re- 
ligion.—But I will purfue this Point no farther, as 
fo many Divines have handled it already. 

The latter, and the laft which I fhall produce, is 
Iynorance of Hiftory. Ignorance of antient Hiftory, 
faith the learned Abbe, was -the moft plentiful 
Source of Fables, In like manner Ignorance of 
modern Hillory, viz. of the Reigns of All the 
Stuarts, but more efpecially of that of ames Il. is 
the moft plentiful Source of Jacobitifm. Perhaps 
indeed fome few Jacobites, who can read, may have 
perufed the Annals of thofe ‘Times; but to read 
Hiftory without any Portion of Hittorial Faith, is 
as ineffectual as to read the Scriptures without Reli- 
gion. Ifa Man fits down to read over the Times 
of James the Second, with a thorough Refolution 
to believe, againft all Evidence, that he was a good 
King; that he govern’d according to Law; was 
mercifc' to his Enemies, that is, to Proteftants ; and 
intended no Harm to the Church of England; he 
will rile with no more Alteration in his Opinion 
from what he ‘cads, than one who is determined to 
think Paul an Eothufiatt or an Impoftor, will re- 
ceive from the late excellent Treatife on his Con- 
verfion, 

Can any Proteftant, without fuch a pre-conceived 
Refolution, attend a Moment to the numberlefs 
Faéts by which that Prince endeavoured to intro- 
duce Popery, without the utmoft Alarm on account 
of his Religion? Can any Man, who hath any 
Zeal for our Conftitution, unlefs from fuch a Refo- 


» Jution, fee that Monarch aflume a difpenfing Power, 


by which one A& all our Laws were trampled un- 
der Foot, and not be fired with Apprehentions for 
his Libefty ? Laftly, can any Man of common Hu- 
manity, without this Refolution, fmell (fort they 
ftink in Hiftory) the rotting Limbs of hundreds of 
his Countrymen expofed in all our Highways, and 


* mot melt with Compafion ; while be burns at the 





fame time with Indignation and Abhorrence again 
the Tyrant, who haih thus feafted “his wanton and 
luxurious Revenge in the Blood of his Subjeéts. 

Very well, Sir, perhaps it will be fajd by fome 
Whig Reader, I admit all this to be'trae ; and can 
you believe and know thcfe Things, ‘and yet remain 
a Jacobite? Yes, Sir, Ido believé and know all 
this, and yet am a Jacobite. 1am refolved to be a 
Jacobite, and will be fo in fpite of -all.. the, Reafon 
and Evidence in the World. I was. born a Jaco- 
bite, andl was bred one. My Father was a Jaco- 
bite before ‘me, and fo-have been all our Family, 
and fo am I, and fo I will always be, becaufe I 
will, and becaufe I dare. ;

We have received Advice from Cag- 
liari, that a Band of Vagabonds is affembled in the 
South Partof the Iflind of Sardinia, confifling of feve- 
ral Thoufand Men, who make Incurfions about the 
Country, and deftroy the Houfes and Land of thofe 
who won't join their Party ; and tho’ Robbery and 
Plunder are their only Motives for thefe Exceffes, they 
pretend to have received fome Injuries from the Go- 
vernment, which they.alledge as an Excufe for them. 
Thefe Pretences are the more frivolous, as the Court 
has always behaved to the People of Sardinia with the 
gteatelt Tendernefs, fo that their Mutiny mutt be at- 
tributed to fome other Caufe, efpecially as we have 
becn fince inform’d, that thefe Banditti have been 
joined by a great Number of French and Spanifh De- 
ferters who came from the Ifland of Corfica. They 
are headed by two Chiefs, one of whom is a notorious 

Rogue, who has been guilty of abundance of Crimes, 
and who, to efcape Pan¥hment took Refuge in the 
Southern Mountains, If che fecret Motive of this 
Mutiny is to make a Diverfion, as the Court imagines,
